conditions. All shipping crates 
should be made so that the 
chickens 
the sides end an top should 
be . slatted, the’ slats being 
about three-quarters of ar inch 
apart, the distance between the 
for circulation of air; but not wide 
ehough to allow the chickens-to 
put their heads through. 
top slats are more than one and 
one-half inch apart they should 
be covered with wire, otherwise 
many deaths will occur from 
chickens putting’ their heads 
through when the crates are be- 
ing handled. ‘The crates should 
not be less than 12 inches high 
and not more than thirty inches 
wide and forty-eight inches long. 
By shipping birds in comfort less 
deaths will occur and the profits 
to the shipper will be greater.
